UPDATED TRAVEL GUIDELINES 
Interisland travelers who are fully vaccinated in the State of 
Hawaiʻi may travel inter-county without pre-travel testing/ 
quarantine starting the 15th day after the completion of their 
vaccination. Effective beginning May 11, 2021.  

 

Vaccinated individuals traveling inter-county will need to: 

• Provide a CDC COVID-19 Vaccination Record Card with name, 
birthdate, type of vaccine, date(s) vaccine was administered and lot 
number(s) for each vaccine dose. 

• Create an online account and register with the State of Hawaiʻi Safe 
Travels Hawaiʻi web program. 

• Affirm that they are fully vaccinated, and that the uploaded CDC 
COVID-19 Vaccination Record Card is accurate and authentic. 

• Upload a PDF file or digital image of a properly filled CDC 
Vaccination Record Card to the Safe Travels Hawai‘i web program. 

• Bring a digital image as well as the original CDC Vaccination Record 
Card with you in case you are asked to produce it.

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SESSION HIGHLIGHTS 
 
HB79 HD1 SD2 CD1 
Relating to  affordable homeownership. 
Establishes an affordable homeownership revolving fund within HHFDC to provide loans to nonprofit 
community development financial institutions and nonprofit housing development organizations for the 
development of affordable homeownership housing projects. Appropriates American Rescue Plan Act funds 

for fiscal year 2022-2023 for providing loans to nonprofit community development financial institutions and nonprofit housing 
development organizations for the development of affordable homeownership housing projects. (CD1) 

 
 

HB1376 HD2 SD2 CD1 
Relating to failure to pay rent. 
Extends the required period for a notice of termination of the rental agreement from five days to fifteen days. Requires 
landlords to provide notice with specified terms and enter into mediation. Delays when a landlord may seek possession of a 
dwelling unit if the tenant schedules or attempts to schedule mediation. Requires landlords to provide the notice of 
termination of the rental agreement to a mediation center that offers free mediation for residential landlord-tenant disputes. 
Restricts when a landlord may exercise these remedies depending on the amount of rent due. Appropriates funds. Repeals 
certain provisions one year after expiration of the governor's final eviction moratorium emergency supplementary 
proclamation related to the coronavirus disease 2019 pandemic or 12/31/2022, whichever is sooner. 

 
 

HB1176 HD1 SD2 CD1 
Relating to  job corps program. 
Allows the governor to designate the department of land and natural resources to administer or enter into 
agreements for the administration of a green job youth corps program that provides temporary work and 
training opportunities to help address the unemployment impacts of the COVID-19 pandemic and support 

economic diversification. Requires a report to the legislature. Appropriates American Rescue Plan Act funds.  

 
 

SB512 SD2 HD1 CD1 

Relating to Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP). 
Removes the $10 per visit per day cap on the dollar-for-dollar match received by supplemental nutrition 
assistance program beneficiaries under the Hawaii healthy food incentive program, also known as the double 

up food bucks program. Specifies that healthy proteins are eligible purchases under the program.  

 
 

HB1191 HD2 SD2 CD1 
Relating to broadband service infrastructure. 
Establishes the broadband infrastructure grant program to award grants to applicants to extend deployment of 
infrastructure used to provide broadband service to unserved and underserved areas of the State. Renames 
the Hawaii technology loan revolving fund to the Hawaii broadband infrastructure special fund. Establishes the 

Hawaii broadband and digital equity office within the department of business, economic development, and tourism. Requires 
the governor to appoint a strategic broadband coordinator to head the Hawaii broadband and digital equity office. Appropriates 
funds from the moneys received pursuant to the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021.
